Gang- 
This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 


which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vacuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 

about it... simple policy -- keep this off the list! 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics xwillx result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area. 


5) LONG lists and estate offerings should be sent to me at: 
listown@nanniandjack.com 
so they may be uploaded to the archives for email, web, or ftp retrieval.

and use the web interface, which allows searching of previous 
articles and the archived text files.

1. Swan 350 with power supply/speaker. The front panel has no scratches 
or dings. Only minor nicks on the covers of both units. I have replaced 
all electrolytics in the 117XC power supply. I have loaded it up to 400ma 
final plate current on all bands, and see 250+ watts on my Bird 43 (250w 
slug). I know that it will load up higher, and have seen the 300w scale 
on my antenna tuner pegged, using its dummy load, but I hesitate to load 
these things up as much as they say is possible. I have had good reports 
on 40 & 20m SSB with it recently, the receiver seems quite sensitive. 
Price $250 plus shipping from 28560, 2 boxes approx 25 lbs each. 


2. Tempo 2020 with orig. microphone. The front panel has no scratches 
or dings, similarly the top cover. This rig was manufactured by Uniden, 
and is very solid, abt 40 lbs. It can operate from 120vac or 13vde with 


the inside p.s. They were introduced by Henry Radio in the 70's at about 
the same time as the KW TS-520 & Yaesu FT-101. They all used just 3 
tubes, the driver & 2 finals. The Tempo has a pair of 6146B's, the TS-520 
used 6146 (or the Jap. equiv.), the FT-101 used sweep tube fnals. I have 
owned a TS-520, and think the Tempo 2020 is a better made rig. I can get 
over 100 watts out, as indicated on the Bird 43, on all bands, into a 
dummy load. I have used it on both 40 & 20m recently, with good reports. 
Price $225 plus shipping from 28560, 1 box approx 50 lbs total.

My SX-101 has developed a problem. I have lost RF detection. 

It appears the problem is with the 1st. conversion osc. 

The voltage chart says that there should be 27 volts on pins 4 and 5 of 

a 12BY7 and ) on pin 6. I actually read 27 volts on pin 6 (heater centertap). 


I downloaded a schematic for the SX-101A from BAMA and it shows 
a different tube, a 12BTA that does not show a heater center tap. 


Does anyone have a schematic that shows the 12BY7 instead of the 12BTA? 


I have not opened up the rig yet to see what is going with the pin 6 showing 
27 volts. 


Needless to say without V-3 I can understand why it is not mixing to detect 
the rf.
